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T here is none, who hath any ſenſe of 
his duty to Almighty God, but muſt 
needs own, that this is a principal branch 
0) it. Even Nature itſelf would di- 
Hate, that we ſhould all moſt humbly 
make our ſupplications for the forgive- 
neſs of our ſins, and for obtaining the 
good things we ſtand in need of; and 
again, on the other hand, that it is moſt 
highly diſingenuous and unworthy, for 
thoſe to whom multitudes of ineſtima= 
ble bleſſings have been vouchſafed, not 
to make their hearty return of unfeign- 
ed thanks for them. And indeed ſuch 
indiſpenſable obligations we all are under, 
thus to pay our devotions continually to 
Almighty God, that they have ever been 
held a neceſſary and eſſential part of reli 
gion, whether amongſt Hleathens, Jews, 
or Chriſtians . 

Even amongſt the firſt of them are 
not wanting inſtances of ſuch, as though 
guided by rhe dim light of nature, would 
not undertake any buſineſs of *importance, 
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without firſt imploring * the divine fa- 
our and aſſiſtunce; as not daring to pro- 
miſe themſelves ſucceſs in thoſe attempts, 


for which they were not qualified from 


011 high. ; & Hey were t60 ſenſible of 
their own infimities, to imagine, that 
T hat ſhould proſper in their hands, to 
which the Almighty did not condeſcend 
to give his bleſſing : and for this canſe 
they had their temples and their prieſts, 
and ofered their facrifices, aud made 


their requeſis and vows, to try, if 


their God would be invited by any of 


theſe means to hearken to, and bleſs 
them. 


Aud Porphyry affirms in particalar of 


the Egyptians, That their » cuſlom was, 
to praiſe God four ſeveral times a day ; 
at morning, and eveging, at noon, and 
towards the going X-wn of the ſun. So

conſidering, what plain and frequent di- 
retlions were given them, for the con- 
ſtant performance of their duty, in this 
as well as other reſpefs. They had the 
examples of Abraham ', Ifaac *, Jacobs, 
Moſes, Joſhuas, and others ; were taught 
to ſeek the Lord with all their heart 7, 
to ſeek the Lord and his ſtrength *, yea, 
exp to feck his face continually e, had 
great bleſſings and deliverances promiſed 
them, upon their ſerious application to

And beſides their pri- 
vate devotions at home, and what ſacrifi- 
ces they offered at the temple by God's 
own appointment, they had alſo their ſyna- 
gogues (it is ſufficiently known) where 
they met to offer up their folemn devo- 
tions, and to hear the law and the pro- 
phets read and expounded to them. Ber- 
tram * teaches, that theſe ſynagogies an- 
ſevered exattly to the eccleſfiaſtical aſſem- 
blies of the Levites and Prophets, that 
were firſt inſlituted without Jerutalem, by 
Joſhua and Samuel. : Sigonius conceive, 
that they were firſt built in the time of the 
captivity, when the Jews had no Tem le 
to reſert to: but this ſeems not well to 
agree to what the ffalmiſ? ſays, They 
have burnt up all the 1ynagogues of God 
in the land; nor with what is related 4, 
that is yere#22y wy, from antient times, 
or the primitive generations, Moles hath 
them, that preach him, in every city, 
being read in the ſynagogues every ſab- 
bath-day : for according to ny words, 
they ſeem not only to have had ſy na-

And beſides thoſe in the reſt of their 
cities throughout Paleſtine, Sigonius, but 
new named, teſtifies, that it is recorded, 
in the commentaries of the Hebrews, 
that in Jeruſalem alone there were four 
hundred ſynagogues : which ſhews the 


great zeal and concern that people then 


had for the worſhip of God. 
And (ince the publication of our reli- 
gion, not only the diſciples of our Sa- 


viour, but our Lord himſelf, the bleſ= 


fed Author of it, was ſingularly obſer= 


vant of this duty - who not only roſe 
up a great while before day to pray , 
but withdrew and prayed, once at kaſi, 
a whole night together *, falling upon 
his face and praying *, praying three 
times, and ſaying the ſame words *, and 
in his agony prayed more earneſily, till in 
his great zeal he fell into a ſcveat, and that 
mo common ſweat, but ſuch as became 
like drops of blood falliug down to the 
ground * + and not only left his own. exams

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ple for his followers to imitate, but over 
and over required them to pray *, to pray, 
and not to faint * ; to take heed, watch 
and pray ?; to watch and pray always“; 
to ask, and ſeek, and knocks ; and be- 


ſides gave them a fet form of prayer, to 


be uſed by them in their wan; of to Al- 
mighty God. Aud ever ſince, his Church 
has held itſelf bound, both to return to 
him their moſt humble thanks and praiſes 


for our redemption by him, and all the 


ine ſtimable bleſſings we partake of through 
him, and to offer up their conſtant fray- 
ers and ſupplications for the good things 
they ſtood in need of: and this from day 
to days; and in the Apoſile's expreſſion, 
without ceaſing”. And how can any who 
profeſs themſelves Chriſtians, think to ex- 
cuſe themſelves, if they follow not ſuch 
glorious examples, as opportunities offer 
themſelves. 

In the firſt place wwe ſhould all get 
ourſelves ſo warmed with a zeal for 
God's glory, and our own and others 
welfare, and into ſuch a ſerious poſ-

fin, or uon any other emergency, we may 
preſently make our application to our 


mighty Saviour and Deliverer; and on the 
other hand, when we have been made par- 


takers of any ſingular bleſſing s, we may joy- 


fully return him our moſt hearty praiſe and 


thankſsivings. Conſonantly to this ſenſe it 
is ſaid of the righteous, i. e. the good and 
charitable man, that he 1s eyer merciful 
and lendeth * ; becauſe he is always in- 
clined to it, whenever he bas ability, and 
meets with a fit opportunity, and a proper 
object of his kindneſs : ſo ſhould we all be 


always ina preparation for this moſt neceſ= 


ſary duty, that upon every proper occaſion 
for it, we may not be backward, in pour= 


ing forth our ſouls to the God of our ſal- 
vation. Me muſt continually remember 
ourſelves, as under his good providence, 


and fly to him for ſhelter and aſſiſtance is

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all our ſtreights and dangers, and for a 


ſupply of the good things he ſees to be 


neceſſary for us. Clemens Alexandrinus 
affirms, that if ſome appoint certain de- 
terminate hours for prayer, the third for 
inſtance, the ſixth, and the ninth ; the 
knowing man, that 1s, the good Chriſti- 
an, the perſon of attainment in religion 
and vertue, meg vAcv tuyelai - bio, prays 
all his life long, haſtening to be preſent 
with God by prayer. And this perhaps 
might be our Saviour's intent in 8. Luke, 
where he diretts to pray, & mavn uaies 
at every ſeaſon: which phraſe confidered 
with reſpect to the context, may yet poſſt- 
bly mean, upon every appearance of dan- 
gere for thus mu ſi the pious Chriſtian be 
difpojed to ſue to God at all times, by 
ſhewing himſelf ready to do it, whenſoever 
he ſees a ſuitable opportunity, and a pro- 
per occaſion for his prayers ; following the 
direction of St. Paul 3, Be careful for 
nothing ; but in every thing by prayers 
and ſupplications, with thankſgivings, 
let your requeſts be made known untoGod.

A very little re- 
collection will enable the devout petitioner, 
to fend up his foul in pious thoughts 
and ſupplications, when poſſibly he has 
not a minute wholly at his command 
from ſuch avocations as are not to be 
avoided and a right temper of mind 
for prayer will make him very careful, 
not to let flip any ſuch litth conveni- 
ence for it. Though he cannot always al- 
low himſelf, to ſet apart a ſpace for longer 
and more deliberate prayers, he cannot 
fail of ſuch intermiſſions in his uſual 
employment, whatever it be, as may

them, And I cannot apprehend, how 
we can be ſaid to fray always, or in- 
ee/ſantly, if we needlefly abſent our- 
ſelves from this duty; and, beſides the 
addreſſes made to God at home, don't 
tate all opportunities we reaſonably can, 
of attending upon him in the publick 
congregations. I hereſocven God grants 
peculiar advantages of ſerving and ho- 
pouring him, we ought to believe thas 
he looks for an anſwerable improve- 
ment of them; and that thoſe, who en- 
joy them, ſhould do ſomewhat more 
than others, who partake not. of the liks 
papfineſs. At leaſt, I am ſure, to be 


very punttually obſervant of our times of 


publick worſhip, would be a fingular

means of intitling us to God's favour, and 


bringing down his bleſſins upon ts. 
Where two or three are gathered toge- 
ther in thy name, /ays our Saviour *, there 
am I in the midſt of them. Hereby in- 
forming us, that Almighty God, who 


45 ever ready to hear the ſingle prayers 


Matth. xviii, 20. 
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of devout and holy ſouls, is more eſbe- 


cially attentive to ſuch, as come from a 
whole body of ſupplicants. And ac- 
cordingly theſe petitions the antient 
Chriſtians believed ſo highly prevalent, 
that they needed not doubt of his N 
and bleſſing, when they came thus to 
beleagre heaven with the united force of 
a whole congregation. Coimus in cœtum 
& congregationem, /ays'Tertullian '; We 
aſſemble and meet together, that ap- 
proaching God as it were by troops, we 
may the more powerfully ſue to him for 
his favour, this being a ſort of violence, 
that is very pleaſing and acceptable 
to him. In like manner St. Cyprian: 
teaches, Quicquid petitur a cunctis, 
Deum pacis pacificis exhibere; Hat 1h: 
God of feace will deny nothing to the 
peacemakers, &c. provided it be as 
by all in a general afſembly. Aid 
again ?, if two agreeing together can do 
jo much, what might an agreement be— 
twixt all produce? If all the brethren 
had united in that peace, which out 
Lord had given, they had before this

FKithour a viſible profeſſion of it. Per- 


ſons may be very ſerious, and devout a- 
tone, and may obtain many bleſſings from 
God according to thoſe words of our Sa- 
B 6 viour, 
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viour*, When thou prayeſt, thou ſhalt not 
be like the hypocrites ; for they love to 
pray ſtanding in the * ſynagogues, and in 
the corners of the ſtreet, that they may 
be ſeen of men. But when thou prayeſt 
enter into thy cloſet, and when thou haſt 
ſhut the door, pray to thy Father which 
is in ſecret; and thy Father which ſecth 


in ſecret, ſhall reward thee openly. Ve 


may, I ſay, perform an acceptable ſervice 
to God, and obtain many bleſſings from 
him by worſhipping him in private, when 
we have not an opportunity of doing it 
more ſolemnly.

ficiently intimated in the parable of the 
diſireſſed widow, who taking no denial,

reſolved, tho” not for her fake or the
